Oldest Living Suit is Disposed of In | 


New York—Was Begun in Eighteen 
Hundred Twenty-two. . 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, July 4.—A case w 

has kept its place on the calendar of 

the New York courts for ninety years: 


has just been brought to a conclusion 


here. The action, which has iong 
been known as the “oldest living suit.“ 
was begun in 1822 and was brought to 
trial in 1828 before Chancellor Kent. 
It was instituted to dissolve the United 
Insurance Company of New York and 
the chancellor directed that the cor- 
poration should be wound up. Its as- 
sets were collected and its debts hav- 
ing been liquidated, proceedings were 
taken to distribute the remainder 
among the stockholders and creditors 
of the company. 

The identity of the persons to whom 
certain claims should be paid, was 
still in dispute when the liquidators 
completed their work and the money 
involved, about $3000, was deposited 
with the State Comptroller. The de- 
scendants and heirs-at-law to the 
claimants recently succeeded in prov- 
ing their title to the sums and ua court 
order will be served on the State 
Comptroller this week for the pay- 
ment of the money which has been in 
the hands of the State for eighty-six 


years. 

Only the principal of the fund can 
be recovered by the claimants, but if 
they could collect the amount with 
compound interest they would be en- 
titled to over 585,000. The State of 
New York therefore has been bene- 
fited to the extent of more than 1380. 
000 by its custocianship of the $3000 
since 1826.

ARTILLERY FIRE 
CLEANS Ol OUT

AT GEN. HUERTA’'S FEDERAL 
HEADQUARTERS, Machimba (Men.) 
July 4.—When the Federal artillery 
had fired a few shots at daybreak 
today and received no response from 
the hills north of Bachimba, flying 
squadrons of cavalry were sent forth 
by Gen. Huerta to locate the enemy, 
but the bird had flown.

REBEL HEADQUARTERS MA- 
PULA (Mex.) July 4.—Under cover of 
darkness the entire rebel army with 
drew today from Bachimba to a point 
twenty-five miles north of Mapula, 
which is but fifteen miles below Chi- 
huahua City. The rebels admit their 
defeat, attributing it to lack of am- 
munition. The whole rebel army will 
retreat toward the American border, 
abandoning Chihuahua City to the 
Federals. 

Gen. Orotco will go to Juarez, op- 
posite El Paso, Tex., on the Mexican 
Central, perhaps turning back then 
southwest along the Mexican North- 
western Railroad to Casas 1 
which is now the rebel rallying place. 

TO INVADE SONORA. 

From Casas Grandes, which 1s in a 
mountainous country, where 
Federal artillery cannot be brought in- 
to action advantageously, the rebels 
will invade the rich State of Sonora. 
The retreat followed a council of war 
long after midnight. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the 
rebel chiefs that a further waste of 
ammunition was foolhardy if the revo. 
lution was to be continued. It was de- 
cided to follow a new plan altogether. 
Flying columns will be sent north, 
west and south. 

The strongest will move to the south 
to co-operate with Gen.. Argumendo 
and Col. Murillo, last reported at 
Nagas, in the southern part of the 
State of Durango, pursued by the 
Federal forces under Gen. Blanquet. 

CUT THE RAILWAYS. 

Just where Gen. Orozco’s headquar- 
ters will be has not yet been deter- 
mined. It is the rebel intention to 
eut the railroad in every direction 
around Chihuahua as soon as the 
Federals enter, which, however, will 
be delayed several days because sev- 
eral bridges for forty miles will have 
been destroyed between Bachimba and 
Chihuahua by nightfall. 

When the last train left Bachimba 
the work of destroying bridges had 
begun. Rebel officers claim losses in 
yesterday's fight were slight. 

Gen. Orozco gave the order to re- 
treat after his troops had been sub- 
jected to the heaviest fire they have 
yet experienced.

President Taft. The secretary sald 
Mr. Andrew pleaded to be retained 
in the service and brought every pos- 
sible influence to bear to have the re- 
quest for his resignation withdrawn. | 
HIS STATEMENT. 

Secretary MacVeagh, who is a visi- 
tor at the home of Bayard Thayer, 
today received many messages en- 


tion and prepared this statement: 

“I regret that it seems nocessary 
to refer to the letters published by 
A. Piatt Andrew and addressed to 
the President and to me. The viru- 
lehce of the attack has probably 
limited its effect; but apart from the 
attack upon me, he strongly misrep- 
resented a number of the chief men 
of the Treasury Department to whom 
I attribute a large measure of the suc- 
cess of the department work, and 
seems to deny that anything has been 
accomplished either by them or any- 
body else. I am obliged, therefore, 
to restore Mr. Andrew's resignation 
to its proper light. : 

ASKED TO GO. 

“Mr. Andrew says he resigned de- 
cause of the condition in the Treasury 
Department of which he disapproves. 
He did not resign voluntarily, but was 
asked to nad asked fre- 
peatedly—and he used every effort 
and influence to get the request for 
his resignation withdrawn, and 
pleaded to be allowed to be continued 
in his place. And it was when he 
had failed to have the request of his 
resignation withdrawn and because 
of this, that he made his attack 
and chose to give the impression ‘that 
his resignation was a matter of his 
own choice and determined upon for 
public reasons. 

“The details as to his resignation 
are as follows: 

“On June 24, when Mr. Andrew re- 
turned from Chicago, I formally asked 
in a note for his resignation. He

COST OF LIVING CHECKS _ 
AMERICAN DIAMOND CRAZE 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE

the advance in the cost of living in 
the fiscal year ending June 30.

and the uncut gems, principally dia- 
imonds, reached a total value of 10.

CIENTIFIC methods were used 
for the first time in this 
city last night in obtaining 
evidence against the squadron’ of 
speed maniacs coming back from 
the beaches and it is expected that 
the police courts. will be filled this 
morning with well-dressed prisoners 
waiting for a chance to tell the judge 
how it all happened. 1 

In order to be up-to-the-minute in 
its speed campaign, the police sent to 
New York for three wireless signal- 
sets arranged for field service and 
Speed Officers Gardiner, Walls and 
Hickok were instructed in the use of 
the instruments. 

Everything was in readiness for the 
trial at 11 o’clock last night and the 
instruments were loaded on a patrol 
auto and sent to Sixteenth and Cren- 
shaw ‘boulevard where they were 
placed in position for the trial. 

While one officer manipulatéd the 
machine at the corner, another went 
farther down the street and still an- 
ether about a quarter of mile beyond. 

The first victim was a portly en- 


}tleman with an expansive shirt front 
who was called upon to halt when the 
wireless informed the officers that he 
wag traveling at more than forty miles 
an hour. With genuine indignation, 


cycle cop had driven alongside his au- 
tomobile, and he defied the officers to 
prove that he had violated the law.

Wenzel were detailed to make an in- 
vestigation and arrived at the scene 
of the robbery within three minutes 
after the alarm had been given. 
While the policemen were talking to 
the frightened victims a man was seen 
skulking across a vacant lot on Ninth 
avenue, and, leaving the Japs on 
guard, the officers mounted their ma- 
chines and drove around the block in 
time to see the first suspect join an- 
other who had been hiding behind a 
palm tree. 

Upon being commanded to halt 
both men attempted to run, but were 
told that they would be killed unless 
they obeyed the order, The suspects 


then allowed the police to make 
them prisoners. Upon being con- 
fronted with the two Japanese, both 


the prisoner asserted that no motor

men instantly were identified as the 
robbers, although they denied the 
crime until the arrival of the patrol 
wagon, when one of the men an- 
nounced that “the jig was up,” and 
that he was ready to tell the truth. 

The men were sent to the University 
station, where they gave their names 
as H. Moore, 24 years old, and Harry 
Watson, 23 years old, and claimed that 
they had no regular place of abode. 

They were told that their descrip- 
tions tallied with those given by the 
Japanese victims of more than twen- 
ty robberies and the eldest of the pair 
admitted that they had been engaged 
in “trimming” the Japs-but did not 
remember how many they had robbed. 

Moore then was taken to another 
room, where he was bluntly accused 
of knowing who killed Janes, and 
while the prisoner was visibly affect- 
ed by the charge, he would not ad- 
mit guilty knowledge. 

They were locked up on suspicion 
until the detectives can have a chance 
to trace their movements and if pos- 
sible connect them with the killing of 
the train dispatcher.

RUSSIAN DUMA. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL 
POLITICAL PARTIES. 


Duma Has Sct Example of Steady 
Work Along Lines that Promise & 
Firm National Foundation. ‘4 


— 


ST. PETERSGURG, JUNE 22.— Spe- 
clal Correspondence, Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch:} Next to the trip we are all 
planning to take to Moscow next 
summer, to see the centennial cele- 
brations. of the defeat of Napolean, 
the most absorbing topic are the fall 
elections. You see, we, too, are to 
have elections thie year. The third 
Duma is just closing its term of five 
years, and the fourth Duma will have 
to be installed and ready for work 
by October. To an ontlooker ac- 
customed to the extraordinary initia- 
tive, resourcefulness and energy of 
American politicians, the preparations 
for the elections here, so far at least, 
appear extremely primitive. A great 
deal of power is wasted in vain and 
venomous disparagement of op- 
onents, and little has, until now, 
en done toward working up brisk 
campaign activity It seems, how- 
ever, that the young Nationalist party, 
who make promise of gradually at- 
tracting all the live forces of the 
country, are planning before long, 
to make a splurge in the 
politieal pond of Russia, and set in 
motion more modern methods of pro- 
pig oe to the Taurida Palace, 
ov o the Taur where 
the National Duma meeta, brings the 
centours of the varieus political 
1 most clearly before one's 


On entering the palace ne 
haunted by memories of Catherine 
II. It was she who had the Italian 
architect, Rastrelli, build the palace 
for her splendid favorite, Potemkin, 
the conqueror of the Crimea. You 
seem to be moving among the spirits 
of these pleasure-loving ople, who 
were actually right here, in the flesh, 
only 130 years ago, as you wan- 
Gering through the huge hal with 
their double rows of great white cel- 
umns, their antique frieses, gigantic 
windows and heavy velvet draperies 
and upholsteries. Great is the change 
from the inhabitants of yore, with 
their silk and lace finery, their pow- 
dered wigs, with their courtly graces

LIKE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIBS. 
| - The hall that was remodeled in 1905 
for the meetings at the national rep- 
resentative body recalis the Chamber 
of Deputies of Paris. When the 
Duma is in session and one looks 
dewn from the visitors’ gallery 

the wide space below in the 
tiers of seats are arranged in a semi- 
circle, faci the tribune with the 
desks of the 


respondents and reporters, ‘with be- 
low the tribune, the stenographers’ 
‘tables, one could well imagine oneself 
in the French Chamber, were it not 
for the handsome full figure portrait 
of the Emperor—a masterpiece of Re- 
pine'e—which looms behind the trib- 
une and daminates the entire all. 
The picture shows the Emperor con- 
siderably larger than life-size. He 
stands there on the terrace of the im- 
perial palace at Yalta, all surrounded 
by bright Crimean daylight, and has 
the live; blue sea for a background. 
There is kindliness in the face, re- 
finement in the whole attitude of the 
very lifelike figure, which leaves a de- 
| cided agreeable impression in the 
visitor's memory. 

Another point of difference from the 
French Chamber is the presence of 
priests in their long rabes and clerica} 
hats, and there is a goodly sprinkling 
of the churchly ures, Bishop 
Yeviogi, oné of the most distinguished 
members of the Duma, ears the 
somber, black cloak and high, brim- 
leas hat of the Russian bishops, who, 
by the way, always belong to the 
“black clergy: that is to the order 
of monks, the “white clergy” referring 
to the white-robed priests. 

The street costume of the Russian 
priests is a long cloak of broadcloth 
and may be of any color the wearer 
chooses. One sees them of any hue, 
from a shining white to a llant 
purple. 

Again one is reminded of the French 
Chamber in the. flerce hostility of the 
members that sit at the extreme right 
and those that sit at the extreme left, 
The occupants of the two extreme ends 
of the semi-circle are generally named 
after their location, the party of the 
Extreme Right and the party of th 
Extreme Left (“krainie pravy” an 
“krainie levy” in Russian.) As in the 
corresponding parties at Paris. these 
two extremes face each other and are 
perpetually at daggers drawn and on 
the qui vive, at any moment, to attack 
madiy or to defend themselves as 
ferociously. In both countries, the 
President, az the Speaker is called, 
needs to display extraordinary tact to 
maintain these warlike extremes in a 
state of stable equilibrium and to keen 
the sharp skirmishes that will dccur 
within the bounds of parliamentary 
decency. 

Taking a general survey of the rep- 
reseritative semi-circle of the Russian 
Duma, it may roughly be divided into 
the right side and the left side, the 
first division comprising all advocates 
of monarchy; the second including the. 
forces that array themselves against 
ithe existing government. 

THE TWO SIDES OF DUMA. 

Going more deeply into the study of 
the various parties, let us begin at the 
extreme right of the semi-circle. Here 
sits a party of fifty-one members of 
ultra-conservatives, whose one aim in 
entering the Duma was to upset it. 
To this end they miss no opportunity 
to disparage and belittle the nationai 
representative body. They want Rus- 
sia to be ruled by an all-powerful au- 
tocrat, holding his authority by divine 
right over an ignorant, superstitious 
and tax-burdened people. The leader 
of this party is M. Purishkevich, who. 
because of his frequent sorties of 
coarse and insulting language, apro- 

os to everything, and often to noth- 
ng, has been called by his enemies 
the “Clown of the Duma.” 

The notoriety of M. Purishkevich 
has become such that persons coming 
from the provinces to visit the capital 
are often heard to say to some mem- 
ber of the Duma, Do give me a ticket 
to ane of your sessions—I want to see 
Purishkevich!" And vet the friends 
of this curious combination of effem- 
inate features, nervous movements 
and vulgar effusions of speech claim 
for him deep learning and, in private 
Hre, even affability of manners. They 
say he believes invective the only 
means of bringing about his cherished 
aim — the permanent destruction of 
the national representative body in

is treme parties —a thoroughly revolu- 


tionary combination—proposing to op- 
pose the parties of the center that 
support the present government. The 
political tators that are making 
strenuous and continuous efforts in 
the United States, to create the im- 
pression that the imperial government 
of Russia holds and practices the po- 
litical creed of the extreme right, or 
reactionaries, are wantonly deceiving 
the American people, in the hope that 
the feeling of irritation against Rus- 
sia, artificially created by them, will 
run so high t they, by and by, will 
be able to accomplish their selfish po- 
litica] aims. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

The truth regarding the interior 
policy of the present Russian govern- 
ment is that of a conservative prog- 
reas, the only kind of progress pos- 
sible at the present stage of the na- 
tion's development. 

This epinion is the result of six- 
teen years of continuous study of Rus- 
sian life, of study that was made 
with but one desire—that of ascer- 
taining the truth. 

The present policy of the imperial 
government indicates that their creed 
is that of the parties whose repre- 
aentatives- oceupy the center and the 
seats, just. to the right of the cen- 
ter, at the Duma, that is, the Octo- 
brists and Nationalists. It differs 
certainly from the Octobrists in stand- 
ing for a ministry responsible to the 
Emperor only, and not to the repre- 
sentative body, eas in England and 
France. In this respect the Russian 
Council of Ministers resembles rather 
our American Cabinet. The National- 
ists seem to press most nearly the 
political attitude of the imperial, gov- 
ernment of toda. 

1 believe it was Count Urusuf and 
@ small group of deputies from his 
own province that first dared to call 
themselves Natiomalists. The verb 
“dared” is used wittingly, for amaz- 
ing as it may seam to foreigners, it 
actually topk tremendous mora! cour- 
age for a Russiam to come out and 
eall himself a Nationalist, so danger- 
ously strong had the influence of the 
enemies of Russia's greatness become 
in the country at that time. Once 
the first step was taken and the party 
programme outlined, many other dep- 
utiles found that nationalism was just 
what the country needed. And with- 
in a mort time fifty-two Duma mem- 
bers had gathered enthusiastically 
around the flag of nationalism. 

That was four years ago. Now the 
Nationalist party counts 100 members 
in the Duma. The right note had 
been struck, It was necessary to keep 
the country together, to oppose the 
forces that were trying to parce] up 
Russia into numerous small kingdoms 
within a kingdom. Now that the im- 
perial government was gracefully ac- 
cepting the co-operation of the peo- 
ple in the governing of the land by 
accepting the Duma, it was the part 
af the people alge to rise to the oc- 
casion and drop their former hatred 
and learn again the meaning of pa- 
triotism which had been forgotten 
amid fierce partisan strife: to learn 
to feel the affection for their Em- 
peroer that the English, for instance, 
so enthusiastically and without sense 
of humiliation bear their King; in 
a word, to cast aside prejudice at 
last and work heartily for Russia's 
greatness. 

M. Balashof, an imperial cham- 
berlain, a man who, it is said, enjoys 
the eonfidence of the Emperor, or- 
ganized the Nationalist movement all 
over the country by founding the Rus- 
sian National nion (Vserossisky 
Nationalny Soyuse.) Throughout the 
provinces many people were found 
who warmly responded to the call, 
and branch unions were formed in 
many places, especially in the South 
and West. This was four years ago. 
A year later M. Krupensky, a bril-

H. Meneely, the world's greatest manu- 
facturer of bells, at the Lankershim, 
last night. 

For two days Meneely has been 
touring the city accompanied by his 
wife and has only words of praise. 

“The city streets are clean, the 
homes well kept, the manufacturing 
district segregated, the people of ex- 
cellent appearance wherever we have 
deen,“ he said. “It is one city that 
is growing properly. Years ago I 
visited a little town where Los An- 
geles now stands and it seems im- 
possible that this is the same place.” 

More than fifty years ago, Meneely 
started a little bell foundry at Troy. 
He tuned his tones to such purpose it 
gained him fame and necessitated the 
increase of the one-man business. To- 
day the Meneely foundries are re- 
puted the greatest bell works in exist- 
ence, and the chimes of the bells of 
Troy are heard in every nook of the 
civilized world. 

“China was renowned for its temple 
bells,” said the grey-haired dell manu- 
facturer “in the days gone by. To- 
day we are shipping dells bearing 


|} strange characters on their surfaces, 


the meaning of which are not known 
to us, to China, to replace the bells 
of the old Chinese bell makers. The 
use of belis is universal and dates back 
many years before the coming of 
Christ, as proven by the bells found 
in the ruins of ancient Greece, Rome 
and Egypt.

Franciscan Friars Will Use Ancient 
Ceremony at Ventura in Restoring 
Landmark on Mountain Top. 
VENTURA, July 4.—An arrange- 
ment has been made by which the 
Franciscan friars of the Santa Barbara 
Mission will have charge of the rais- 
ing of the cross on the hill here, back 
of the old mission church, and which 
is to replace the original cross planted 
there by the Franciscans of old. 

The first cross fell in 1874, after last- 
ing more than seventy-five years. It 
rotted at the base and toppled over. 
Recently there has been a movement 
inaugurated in this city to restore and 
replace the old mission landmarks, 
and the E.C.O. Club of this city vol- 
unteered to defray the expenses for 
restoring the old cross. 

A visit was made to the base of 
Topa-Topa — 2 tain, where the padres 
of old secured ir timbers. There 
two pine trees were cut and brought 
to this city. They were hewed and 
shaped and taken to the site of the 
original cross, 1000 feet above the city, 
where they were put together. The 
new cross is than the old, ris- 
ing to a height of twenty-three feet. 
It is one foot square and whe. planted 
will, it is said. easily last another 100 
years, as care will be taken to have 
the base preserved.

Less One of Joy to Patri- 


Who Swarm Numberiess to Beaches, 


Parks and Mountains—Many Organizations Celebrate 
With Al Fresco inline in Cool Groves. 


HE celebration of * Fourth of 

July yesterday was one almost 

unparalleled in the history of the 
city, partly because it was a dena- 
tured Fourth, but chiefly because it 
was celebrated by more citizens than 
any preceding one, according to those 
whose business it was to care for the 
mighty exodus. Everybody who could 
do so left the Four-of-Julyless city 
and nobody came here. 

Loaded trains began gliding to the 
beaches early in the morning. At the 
ret peep of dawn, hikers for the 
mountains set out to enjoy the day in 
the many beautiful canyons. The 
parka began to fill up with picnic 
parties and members of various State 
societies. The games scheduled for 
the day, races and other events, at- 
tracted their quota of sport-loving 
people. 

The boom of the dynamite cracker, 
the bark of blank cartridges, the snap 
of firecrackers hitherto considered 
part of every well-conducted Fourth, 
were absent. The city had the ap- 
pearance of a Sunday in a Quaker 
village. 

AMAZING CROWDS. 

That 120,000 persons went out of 
Los Angeles yesterday, most of them 
to the beaches, is the estimate of the 
Pacific Electric and steam railway of- 
ficials. From 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until midnight and even later a 
greatly augmented equipment on all 
the electric lines was worked to its 
utmost. 

Such a surge of humanity as the 
two town stations and the University 
atation of the Pacific Electric beheld, 
has never before been known within 
the recollection of railroaders who 
have spent their lives here. When the 
first car passed out of the Sixth and 
Main street building of the company 
at 6 o'clock, it was packed to the 
guards: After that there was never 
any rest. The main floor outside of 
the ticket offices was jammed to the 
last inch all day and at each of the 
entrances to the train run absolute 
mobs pushed and struggled to get 
near the gates. Women and children

To Long Beach, it was estimated, 
30,000 pasengers were taken by the 
three-car train, five-minute service, by 
far the greater part of this number 
leaving the Main-street station, the 
rest being picked up along the route. 
As each trainload was deposited at 
the beach, the crowds would hurry to 
the shore and the concessions. The 
early arrivals saw the parade or took 
part in the picnics, of which there 
were scores, ate luncheon and hurried 
off to the afternoon sports. It was 
a staying crowd, too, and as those 
who had to return to the city left the 
beech their places were taken by new 
arrivals from town. The throng that 
waited for the fireworks was large 
enough to tax the ingenwty of the 
railway people on the return trip. for 
once homeward started, everybody 
wanted to leave the ocean shore at 


once. 
BEACHES SWAMPED. 

Venice was absolutely swamped, 
for streams of men and women poured 
Into the amusement city from all di- 
rections, some thousands arriving in 
automobiles, in addition to the 60,000 
passengers by the electric‘lines that 
were shared with Santa Monica and 
Ocean Park. The railway officials had 
no way of estimating the number de- 
posited at Venice and Santa Monica, 
as tickets were the same to all places, 
but at the Hill-street station alone 
28,000 round-trip tickets were sold to 
persons who asked for passage to Ven- 
ice, whether they went thither or not. 
To this. the railway experts added 30 
per cent. for passengers picked up on 
the road. and declared that 406,000 
would probably be the figure of those 
who visited Venice on lines out of the 
Hill-street starting point. But to this

Killed When Big Car Turns Turtle in First Lap of 


Flanders Lion’s 


NAHEIM, July 4.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Charlies’. Batterson, 
driver, was instantly killed, and 


Pat Seale, mechanician, fatally in- 
jured, when the big Colby machine in 
which they were riding turned over 
during the running of the automobile 
road race here this afternoon. Seale 
died a few hours later. 

The fatality occurred on the first 
lap of the free-for-all, the big event of 


De- the day, in which eight fast automo- 


biles were entered. The Colby was 
one of the most powerful cars racing, 
but only on the straightaway was its 
driver able to give it full throttle. 
When Batterson hit the Ball road, he 
opened up, and in crossing a railroad 
track his right rear tire exploded. 

Instantly the big car shot into the 
air and turned turtle. It dragged over 
‘the ground upside down for fully a 
hundred feet, Batterton being pinned 
against the seat. His entire skull 
‘was crushed in, and his death was in- 
stantaneous. 

Kincaid in a Studebaker-Flanders 
machine was right behind the Colby, 
and tmmediately stopped to give first 
aid. Finding Seale badly hurt he con- 
tinued on to the grandstand. where he 
halted long enough to order doctors 
to the scene. 


VICTIM'S FIRST RACE. 


| Seale is in the hospital here suffer- 
ing from a badly crushed shoulder and 
internal injuries. Batterson was driv- 
ing his first regular race, having but 
lately taken over a part ownership in 
the Colby agency here. Both he and 
Seale are well known locally, having 
previously worked for the Anahelm 
Water Company. Batterson was 32 
years old, and unmarried. 

The fatality marred what would 
otherwise have been a perfect day's 
sport, for the management of the races 
was excellent, and fast time was made 
by the cars entered.

The alleged shortage in the accounts 
of M. W. Stringer, who was arrested 
at Globe, Ariz., Tuesday, is caused by 
his failure to turn in money which he 
collected in the name of the Lark 
Motor Car Company, according to a 
statement made last night by Dr. C. B.

THINKER. 

Detective William J. Burns, in dis- 
cussing the dangers of anarchy to the 
commonwealth, spoke with great freedom 
and sincerity before the Advertising Club 
of Los, Angeles Tuesday, his remarks prov- 
ing him to be a profound student of cur- 
rent events and to have a clear apprecia- 
tion of the remedial measures which must 
be taken. In his opinion the remedy for 
anarchy lies in the plain duty of every 


Citizen. He also believes it to be a great 


mistake to wait until some outrage upon 
the law has been perpetrated before some 
effort has been made to stamp out the 
preaching of lawlessness. He does not be- 
lieve there is danger of a” revolution, be- 
Cause public opinion will always be aroused 
befere that can. take place, but be thinks 
that we, as a people, invite disturbance 
and disaster by not stamping upon the 
head of the serpem the instant it appears. 


HE SAME OLD FIGHT. 

Whatever else the Baltimore conven- 
tion may have done or left undone, it did 
not neglect to reaffirm the ancient Demo 
cratic doctrine that the State is greater 
than the United States. In the first plank 
of a five-column platform it is declared: 
“We reaffirm our devotion to the prin- 
ciples of Democratic government formu- 
lated by Thomas Jefferson, etc.” (the reso- 
lutions of 1798 thereby meaning.) Further 
along it is declared: 

“Believing that the most efficient re- 
sults under our system of government 
are to be attained by the full exercise 
by the States of their reserved sov- 
ereign powers, we denounce as usurpa- 
tion the efforts of our opponents to 
deprive the States of any of the rights 
reserved to them and to enlarge and 
magnify by indirection the powers of 
the Federal government.” 

The South in the end dominated the 
Baltimore convention, as it has dominated 
every national Democratic convention for 
many years. It was the Underwood vote 
that, at the supreme and opportune mo- 
ment, gave the nomination to Wilson, and 
it was the southern State rights free trade 
element that formulated and dictated the 
platform. 

The Democratic party has picked up and 
thrown down fantasies in finance and 
follies in philosophy as a child seizes and 
discards toys. But the particular sawdust 
doll called State rights has always been 
pressed close to the Democratic breast. 
Defeated in forum, defeated in field, de- 
feated at ballot box, it has ever refused 
and still refuses to accept the verdict, and 
every four years it renews the attempt to 
restore its battered bantling to recognition 
and power. 

Those who indorse that which the Demo- 
cratic party has done and that which it 
has attempted to do for the last half-cen- 
tury may logically vote for Woodrow Wil- 
son, for it ip certain that the Democratic 
future will »oe consistent with the Demo- 
cratic past. | 

It may not be truthfully said that Democ- 
racy either in its action or its non-action; 
either in its assumptions or its denials; 
either in its advocacy of Democratic meas- 
ures or its hostility to Republican meas- 
ures, has ever been always illogical or in- 
consistent, for all the propositions which 
have been asserted by the Republican party 
and denied by the Democratic party dur- 
ing the last half-century have been based 
upon and interwoven with a principle 
which in turn depends upon the construc- 
tion to be placed upon the nature of our 
government itself. 

The rights of the States and the rights 
of the Union, the powers of the State and 
the powers of the Union have been dis- 
cussed over and over again in every forum 
and upon every field, and whether in con- 
stitutional amendments or Congressional 
statutes, whether in the selection of meas- 
ures or the choice of men, whether on 
battle field or at ballot box, the Republi- 
can party has always and everywhere as- 
serted that ours is a nation and not a 
league, a Union of the people and not a 
confederation of the States, and the Demo- 
cratic party has ap constantly and as con- 
sistently asserted the contrary. There 
has been no political contest, no discus- 
sion of measures or of men, and no de- 
termination at the ballot box during the 
last fifty years, into which this question 
has not largely entered, and in which the 
Republican party has not taken one side 
and the Democratic party the other aide. 
in whatever other particulars the Demo- 
cratic party may have changed, however 
else it may have varied, and wherever else 
it may have strayed, it has been absolutely 
devoted to the doctrine of the supremacy 
of State rights over Federal authority, abo- 
lition of slavery, honest payment of the 
national debt, non-payment of Confederate 
indebtedness, manhood suffrage, suprem- 
acy of Federal law, protection to American 
labor—thepe are the principles for which 
Republicanism has ever contended; these 
are the principles that Democracy has 

It antagonizes them still. The leopard 
cannot change his spots. Acrobats tell us 
that however much their bodies may whirl 
in alr, the mental consciousness retains its 
natural paise, the body may somersault 


but the mind holds its balance unchanged. 


Place a box containing a compass on a 
revolving .wheel and whirl it to every 
point in space, the needle will ever vi- 
brate to the north. The Democratic acro- 
bat of the political arena may flop and 
whirl, but its purpose of wrong is as un- 
changed as during the years when it cried 
out, “No war for the Union,” “No freedom 
for the slave,” “No guarantee for the na- 
tional honor,” “No civil or political rights 
for black men,” “No protection to Ameri- 
can workers.” 

The southern Democrats who secured 
the nomination of Wilson are honest in 
their politics. They do not seek to ob- 
tain power under false pretenses. They 
avow in their platform their purpose to 
destroy protection and substitute free 
trade, and to establish the dominance of 
State sovereignty over national authority. 
That northern and western Democratic 
orators and organs may seek to becloud 
these iesues is altogether probable. The 
New England and Middle State spellbind- 
ers will dwell upon the “rights of the peo- 
ple, and the wickedness of the trusts, 
and say little or nothing in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. In the Middle 
West, where every village has its soldiers’ 
cemetery, the southern anthem of State 
rights will be sung in very low tones, for 
there are a good many old boys who will 
point to the soldiers’ graves and say, 
“These men died battling against the State 
sovereignty heresy which you Democrats 
continue to advocate.” 


But in the Bourbon South, where the 


politicians never learn anything and never 
forget anything, the cry will be, “Wilson 


and State rights; Wilson and a revenue 
tariff.” It would be a waste of time to 
make a campaign in the cotton and gulf 
States against Democracy. “Ephraim is 
joined to his idols, let him alone.” But in 
the border States of Delaware, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Missouri, 
there is a large and growing manufactur- 
ing industry and the probabilities favor 
the choice of Taft electors in those States. 

Rooseveltiom has never made much head- 
way south of the Potomac and the votes 
which the colonel may obtain in that sec- 
tion will be taken from the Democratic 
rather than from the Republican nominees.

RY AND WET CLIMATES. 
Will the center of the British Empire 
in the future be shifted from London to 
Ottawa? This is the startling conclusion 


reached by Prof. Moore after studying the 


climatic and geographical differences be- 
tween Canada and the British Isles. The 
dry electrified oxygen—so the professor 
belleves—sweeping across the  suniit 
prairies from the North Pole is producing 
a fitter race of men than the damp ozone 
of the Gulf Stream, misting the shores of 
the Island Kingdom. And, says the pro- 
fessor, the center of the imperial British 
circle must be the point where the brains 
and brawn are produced necessary to pre- 
serve that empire. 

The British poets for generations have 
sung the value of their harsh climate, ex- 
tolling its virile qualities to offset ite un- 
pleasant features. Kingsley wrote an in- 
spiring ode to the northeast wind, with 
the patriotic assertion: Tis the hard 
grey weather breeds 
En passant, it also breeds lung troubles. 
The “mists and mellow fruitfulness” of 
Keats helped to reconcile the Britisher to 
an obvious excess of summer moisture. 


Campbell loved to apostrophize the winter 


seas, “where the stormy winds do blow.” 
“Oh, give me the flashing brine and the 
winds and the tempest’s roar,” has always 
been a favorite pothouse chorus among the 
villages in the Midland counties. In fact, 
though the Britishers have loved to abuse 
their climate at home, they have ever ex- 
tolled it abroad.
